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Five Educational Considerations for 
The Postwar World 


EVALUATING our work tomorrow the field edu- 
cation, venture ask this convention weigh five con- 
siderations: first, there are the costly lessons learned from 
the recent world war; second, the drafting and fitting our own 
men participate the war should make realize many defects 
our systems education; third, the widespread delinquency 
our youth today must large measure referred our 
schools; fourth, the present condition our schools throughout 
our country demands that public opinion aroused; fifth, the 
value Catholic education the United States should fully 
appreciated. 
Bad Totalitarian Education 
these postwar days there crisis every sphere life. 
the field education, conditions are extremely critical. 
retrospect consider the preparation for World War II, 
realize the havoc wrought the education imparted the 
Nazis, the Fascists, the Soviets, and every totalitarian form 
government. know now that millions people have been 
murdered because the false principles totalitarians put value 
human life. are certain that millions the youth our 
day have been the victims this bad totalitarian education. The 
degrading ideology atheists has divided the world, and now 
striving dominate all nations. Atheistic totalitarian education 
aims destroy the dignity human personality, rob men 
their freedom, and make them slaves the state. This un- 
speakably bad education, devoid all morality, can lead only 
another world conflict, world chaos, and the utter destruc- 
tion all true values life. The war has taught that Nazi, 
Fascist, and Soviet education should have place any schools 
our country. Every true American should oppose all totalitarian 
systems education, under whatever guise they are presented. 


II. The Draft Reveals Illiteracy 


Our second consideration that the man power our country, 
drafted participate World War and fight for the freedom 
all nations, made realize some the defects our system 
education. 

The draft showed that more than million half 
American men could not qualify for the minimum standard 
the fourth grade our primary schools. The draft brought out 
the fact that our country, where boast education, there

may ten million people who cannot read write. During the 
war our government felt constrained, owing the number il- 
literate men who could not qualify for the draft, educate them. 
The qualifying our men for military service has focused our 
attention the utter inability some states provide the 
necessary, minimum education and training children. 

The draft likewise showed how lack resources some 
quarters, and the practical impossibility securing qualified 
teachers poor sections the country, were large measure 
responsible for the illiteracy and the poor instruction many 
schools. The draft law, and the appraisal the work our 
schools which followed, have made many realize the seriousness 
the crisis American education. These defects should 
tabulated, catalogued, and broadcast order arouse public 
opinion, which will demand remedy. 


Juvenile Delinquency, the Family, and 
Religious Training 
Juvenile Delinquency and Schools 


Our third consideration the widespread delinquency our 
youth, which should not surprise when fully realize that 
God shut out our tax-supported schools, that moral prin- 
ciples and moral training have part this school system. 
Many schools will permit teachers and professors speak against 
God and against religion; that supposed liberty educa- 
tion. The same schools will not permit statements favor 
God, nor the exposition basic moral principles; that supposed 
narrow sectarianism. 

The senseless cry union Church and State heard when 
the rights God are advocated and when the unchangeable 
principles morality are expounded. This incredible position 
taken many unthinking people, even legislators and states- 
men who accept propaganda and shibboleths without questioning 
them. This acceptance attack our freedom education; 
opposed the spirit our country and the American 
tradition education. 


The Rights Children and Parents Education 

Our youth have native right instructed the truths 
God and the unchangeable principles morality. Parents have 
the right and the duty insist that such instruction and training 
given. state, school system, school boards, legisla- 
tors, government can lawfully disregard these inalienable and 
imprescriptible rights and duties children and parents. The 
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family divine institution, which held responsible, according 
the law nature and the law God, for the education the 
children its home. the duty the state aid the Church 
safeguarding the native and imprescriptible rights the family, 
whatever its religion be. 


Ignoring God School 

cannot expect our youths who have passed several years 
primary and secondary schools, ignoring God and His law and 
disregarding the whole sphere morality, have those habits 
restraint which will make them virtuous men and women. 
many schools our youths are told that God “old stuff,” that 
the idea fixed morality utterly variance with modern 
thought and with progressive world. the duty parents 
all religious faiths know whenever there anti-God and 
anti-moral propaganda the schools which their children are 
being educated. There ought union parents all faiths 
who would call general strike against such propaganda and all 
its agents. 


Bring Back God Into the Lives Youth 


are attempt correct juvenile delinquency, must 
bring God back into the lives our youth; must teach them 
the moral law, and must patiently form them from infancy 
the habits virtuous living. These are manifested duties the 
teachers our schools. Parents have this responsibility before 
God and the world. They cannot abdicate and should not 


regard lightly this supremely important duty. Teachers who act 


against the wish and instruction parents, whatever their 
religion, especially before the pupil has attained his maturity, 
betray sacred trust, because they are only the deputies 
parents. would true legislation enact law which would 
penalize teachers who strive against parents convince their 
immature children that God and His unchangeable moral code 
should ruled out the lives Americans. The most serious, 
critical condition our schools the complete exclusion the 
training children moral principles. 


IV. Helping Remove Educational Inequality 
Among American Children 


Teachers 


The present critical condition our schools our fourth 
consideration. Since entered the war 1941, the number 
persons attempting teach, but who are utterly unqualified for 
their office, has greatly increased. are training fewer teachers. 
Thousands teaching positions are vacant throughout the 
length and breadth our land. Thousands classrooms have 
been closed, year year, since the declaration war. are 
told that upwards three hundred thousand teachers have left 
the schools the same period. The war, and the high salaries 
paid persons engaged war works, have greatly dislocated the 
personnel our schools. 


Migration Families 


Our people, increasing number, are moving from city city, 
from state state, from one section the country another. 
The crisis education today one locality becomes the problem 
another section tomorrow. The present critical condition our 
schools deserves the serious consideration educators, legis- 
lators, statesmen, and all who have responsibility for the home, 
for government, and for the church. 


Guarantee Essentials Education 


There are and ever will inequalities life inequalities 
the physical order, intellectual gifts, the power applica- 
tion, the ability succeed economic and political life. 
There is, expected, inequality education our 
states, but country like ours there ought be, the field 
education, ample provision for the essential minimum mental 
formation and character training all schools every section

our country, whether these schools present are tax supported 
not. The resources some sections, that have the greatest 
number children educated, are lowest, while other wealthy 
sections the country, having the fewest children command the 
greatest resources. One state spends more than five times much 
pupil does poor state that cannot give the essential 
minimum education all its children. These are distressing 
facts, but they must faced. 


Bad Bills Federal Aid Education 


For upwards thirty years, bills have been before Congress 
which would extend federal aid schools, not just basis, but 
merely schools that are tax supported. These bills have been 
un-American, undemocratic, and the provisions have been ruth- 
less by-passing children and parents who need help get the 
minimum education for American child the schools their 
conscientious choice. matter very sincere regret that the 
proponents these bills could not would not understand that 
our government must just all citizens our country and 
all parents, especially poor parents, regardless creed color 
blood, who are striving educate their children and rear them 
good Americans. regretted that these same propo- 
nents, and the groups and lobbies that favor these bills, were will- 
ing accept, without analyzing it, the shibboleth union 
Church and State, any aid were given schools con- 
ducted under the auspices religion, poor parents who 
insisted their children not only acquiring knowledge, but also 
having the benefit moral formation. 


Supreme Court Guarantees Freedom 
Education 


When our government insists compulsory school attendance, 
and when, Constitutional right, through the unanimous de- 
cision the Supreme Court, assures all citizens, all faiths 
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faith, that they enjoy freedom education, government 
agencies should not indirection nullify that freedom. The 
words the Supreme Court Decision the Oregon Case, June 
1925, are: “The fundamental theory liberty upon which 
all governments this Union repose excludes any general power 
the State standardize its children forcing them accept 
instruction from public teachers only. The child not the mere 
creature the State; those who mature him and direct his 
destiny have the right coupled with the high duty, recognize 
and prepare him for additional duties.” 


Conditions for Helping Non-Tax-Supported Schools 


Our primary and secondary schools which present are not 
tax supported should not deprived the help they need, 
provided the physical plant, the instruction, the curriculum, and 
the training pupils good citizens meet the demands the 
State. Nor should the children these schools denied bus 
transportation, medical care, and textbooks, when the need 
these can proved our state and federal governments. The 
provisions the constitutions several states, regarding educa- 
tion non-tax-supported schools, reflect credit the states. 
They nullify the freedom education which boast and for 
which our armed forces fought World War II. 


Good Bill Federal Aid Education 

bill has been introduced into Congress which would correct 
much this injustice. The support this bill the American 
Federation Labor harmony with true American tradition. 
That support upholds fundamental justice. The G.I. Act, unan- 
imously adopted the United States Congress, can 
pattern that will grant aid equitably where needed. The G.I. 
Bill Rights way brings about the union Church and 
State. religious group the United States asking for 
union Church and State. Certainly Catholics are not. The 
religion parents, the children, whatever be, should not 
exclude help wherever help needed. All our children are Ameri- 
can children. All them should taught live for America, 
and die America need be. Citizens all school 
systems were drafted the war. The sons many faiths have 
died for their seems absurd that the children those 
who follow them cannot helped that they will better 
informed citizens, with greater appreciation their moral 
obligations. 


Financial Support Religion Government 

All fair-minded persons our country are one mind, that 
help should given the State support religion. 
subterfuge should this support obtained. not the function 
our states our Federal Government support religion, 
have State religion, express preference for one 
religion more than another. is, however, the function our 
state and federal government discourage, very positively, anti- 
religious movements, anti-God movements, antimoral movements. 


Moral and Religious Training, Sectarianism, 
and Catholic Education 


Catholic Education: Complete System Education 


Our final consideration due appreciation Catholic educa- 
tion the United States. have complete system educa- 
tion. Our schools have their credit achievements which seem 
impossible, considering the limited resources their command. 
accept the accuracy the term “philosophy education,” 
generally understood, must admit that Catholic schools, 
more than any others, know their aim, their scope, their guiding 
principles, their sacred trust. They know the unchangeable ele- 
ments education. The beneficial results Catholic schools 
instructing youth and turning out good, law-abiding citizens 
who are always loyal our civil authorities, deserve the en- 
couragement and gratitude government our states and 
Washington. 
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The Meaning Education Depends Our 

Meaning Life 

cannot define education until define life. For those who 
make the object living base materialism, education necessarily 
must fashioned after this false objective life. Since human 
life has spiritual value, immortal soul, and eternal destiny, 
education must put the highest plane, which that 
truly Christian system. 


Education Power for Good Evil 


must realize that never before, any period the world’s 
history, has education been such power either for good for 
evil. Education cannot indifferent neutral today. our 
time power for freedom for all the freedoms for 
The ideologies freedom and slavery will cause 
strife the world for years, perhaps generations. Today educa- 
tion will promote democracy totalitarianism, the latter under 
the guise economic system with lavish promises material 
betterment. The masses must remember that totalitarianism rec- 
ognizes moral obligation fulfill its promises. 


Moral Training School Accordance With the 

American Educational Traditions 

The moral issue our schools should make all school adminis- 
trators rethink the relationship between moral, religious living 
and American education. The issue should not treated casually. 
Alleged traditions and superficial slogans should discarded. 
The true history American education can ascertained. There 
much ignorance about American traditions and institutions. 
American educators body cannot charged with this lack 
knowledge, for they are well versed our national history 
and have excellent historical perspective. The professional 
tax-supported-school educator, however, seems lose all historical 
sense and direction when discusses the nature and historical 
origin the public school. takes for granted and insists 
that the public school must secular, that moral training has 
place the public school, for falsely assumes that would 
constant threat free public education. The secularist edu- 
cator supports his contention giving historical account 
the struggle between the public school and the Churches; 
gives the impression that the American people set about deliber- 
ately eliminate moral training from American education. Noth- 
ing could further from the truth. 


Secularization Education Curse 


cannot even touch briefly the vexing problem sec- 
tarianism education. The difficulties those years are not the 
difficulties today. The multiplying laws which forbade the 
public support any school teaching sectarian doctrines was 
political solution. must not considered American tradi- 
tion; rather, should regard historical expediency. All 
farseeing educators today, who love America and think her 
welfare for generations come, realize that the relation moral 
training education our American schools not settled 
matter. are certain that the complete secularization Ameri- 
can public education, know today, was not the intention 
those who tried solve the sectarian problem education 
our schools. are certain also that the complete secularization 
our public education will prove curse America. 


Some Norms Religion and Public Education 


the American tradition for every American school 
promote respect for religion. This nation was conceived men 
profound religious convictions. must not let totalitarians 
today tell that error, immorality, and nonmorality have the 
same right truth and moral living. There union Church 
and State when all our schools insist respect for the name 
God. child, any school, should embarrassed because 
his religious belief. sheer nonsense talk common 
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religion for all American children, common denominator 
for the hundreds religious beliefs that have America. 
can sensibly agree, however, basic propositions for all true 
Americans. venture suggest some norms: 

Any material prejudicial religion should eliminated 
from the curriculums and textbooks public schools. 

Materials which will inspire children regard religion 
high, noble discharge one’s duty God should incorporated 
public school curriculums. 

Public school boards, officials the state departments 
education, and standardizing agencies should co-operate with 
plans which give the churches opportunity impart formal 
religious instruction. the parents America, more than any 
other individuals groups, does this responsibility rest. They 
should regard grave duty order counteract the basic 
secularism our public schools today. 

The relation moral training education American 
schools should not considered settled matter. are facing 
tremendously grave problems our country which have never 
been faced before. They can large measure settled future 
generations, our American educational system includes religious 
instruction and moral training primary and secondary schools 
according the wishes parents different faiths. may 
difficult agree formula, but difficulties should not intimi- 
date us; they are not 


Moral Training Integral Part Education 

significant that many religious leaders many denomina- 
tions are arriving the conclusion that the only practical method 
insure moral training our schools make integral 
part education, and then have the different churches 
either provide their own schools let them have control 
some schools. real solution can and should found, and found 
quickly, order insure moral training our schools. The 
Catholic bishops America have wisely recognized that they 
must keep their schools under their control, satisfying the condi- 
tions which the state insists for the pupils’ safety, health, and 
training civics. The Catholic bishops recognize fully the rights 
parents the vicars God the education their children. 
The rights parents, the most responsible agents the educa- 
tion their children, have been too often ignored and rejected 
professional educators, school boards, and legislators. 

many churches America today are losing their vitality, and 
sectarianism weakening everywhere, owing the lack 
denominational schools which training given five days 
the week moral living. Released time, Bible reading, and 
Sunday school instructions may commendable for the little 
they the interest religion, but this program not in- 
tegration moral training with every phase the school pro- 
gram and school curriculum. not preparing our future adult 
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citizens face the problems life with that restraint and moral 
stamina which all good American citizens should have. 

American life revitalized its every phase, will 
done, large measure, through education and through our 
schools. America must taught that religion not merely 
Sunday affair; not Sunday dress. Right thinking and moral 
living should enter into every conscious thought and act men 
business, the professions, amusements, sports, 
political life, and every act government officials. 


Influence Communism Education 


are standing and allowing Communism sweep the 
whole country. These atheistic totalitarians are resourceful; they 
are crusaders; they are striving place their agents every 
pivotal position. They want confusion and strife order gain 
control. are assuming that nothing can done about their 
de-Christianizing activities. are allowing these same agents 
infiltrate into our system education this country. The 
most effective means counteract Communism sane educa- 
tional system, supported both state and federal governments, 
which will approve plan whereby can have moral training 
and instruction, all the schools our land, integrated with 
intellectual development. Our schools should meet the needs 
today. They should enable America discharge obligations such 
other nation the history the world has been called 
upon discharge. 


Appreciation Catholic Education 


Informed, thoughtful persons, and the majority teachers 
tax-supported schools, all lovers America, who can reason 
logically and who know the history and traditions American 
schools, are not disturbed private schools. They know that 
many instances these schools have been beneficial educational 
laboratories that have brought advantages the public system 
education. The same informed and patriotic persons, and 
educators and ministers many denominations, appreciate the 
Catholic educational system. They know that the sane discipline 
Catholic pupils and students due moral training; they 
wish they might-have such discipline tax-supported schools; 
they know also that our Catholic schools unsurpassed work 
intellectual training. Our Catholic men the armed forces 
our country, products our Catholic schools, gave evidence 
the moral training they had acquired from youth.

Developing Character and Personality 


The Child Caring Institution 


ERE are what may called ten com- 
mandments for superintendents insti- 
tutions for problem adolescents: 

First: Remember, the child created 
the image and likeness God, wherefore: 

Second: Thou shalt employ only the best 
teachers, the best social workers, the 
hired help thy institution. 

Third: Thou shalt abolish all unnecessary 
regimentation. 

Fourth: Thou shalt provide safety 
valve for every adolescent through 
system counseling and guidance tactful, 
right-minded adults. 

Fifth: Since order Heaven’s first law, 
thou shalt establish peace, order, and harmony 
within thy institution through fair and impar- 
tial discipline. 

Sixth: Thou shalt not isolate the problem 
adolescent from wholesome society during the 
period adjustment. 

Seventh: Thou shalt not produce social 
caricatures neglecting develop the spir- 
itual, the intellectual, the social, the cultural, 
and the recreational life ado- 
lescent according the dictates right 
reason. 

Eighth: Remember there real training 
without will training. 

Ninth: Remember too, that there only 
one safe lock the lock from within 
that there only one true freedom free- 
dom from within and that both result from 
the acceptance and observance 
law God which binds make 
free. 

Tenth: Thou shalt have the courage 
change thy program have the decency 
close thy doors thou hast reason believe 
that the problem adolescents committed 
thy care are becoming worse for being sub- 
jected thy institution. 

Anything which follows this talk presup- 
poses understanding these so-called ten 
commandments. Perhaps should also men- 
tion passing that if, times, seem bit 
aiming indoctrinating anyone, but rather 
what have found successful institu- 


tional work.

completely dissatisfied with the outmoded idea 
that institutional placement means harboring 
child providing mere custodial care for 
period years which form more less 
vacuum his life.

the difficult years ahead, the child must

constructive period the life 
adolescent: 

“Dear Sue: Please don’t consider this 
preachy letter, but, usual, friendly letter. 
never realize how lucky you are 
there the school. Some girls say, ‘Aw heck, 
you’re spending the best years your life 
there when you could out living like other 
girls.’ Well, Sue, I’m not old, but old enough 
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know that you really are spending your best 
years and, incidentally, your happiest years 
right there the school and, what more, 
never sorry either because lot 
girls would give anything spend those years 
all over again. After you leave, Sue, find 
yourself ‘good’ among the people you meet 
and always have inner proud feeling. 
know do, etc.” 

But this “inner goodness” the student 
puts it, and its concomitant “outer happiness” 
planned and worked out specifically and 
detail step step, the staff within the 
institution. 

Just what can institutional workers 
fulfill our God-given responsibility mak- 
ing children happy making them good? 
so, recognize the fact that child 
made body and soul and can start 
with the things that concern his body the 
material things and then stop right 
there and satisfied with less than per 
cent job. Let illustrate: can, for ex- 
ample, provide the child with wholesome food, 
attractive clothing, comfortable shelter. 
this can add sound health program and, 
like, throw teen-age grooming course 
which would perhaps profit the adolescent boy 
much the adolescent girl because when 
boy won’t comb his hair and girl insists 
wearing bangs like “Ish” the 
watch out! Food, clothing, shelter, health 
all these are good and are very necessary 
part our job, but perhaps many institutions 
deserved the flaying they got from Dr. Mayo 
Western Reserve the Ohio Valley Re- 
gional Conference because they stopped right 
there. stop there means have produced 
only surface smiles radiant faces healthy, 
young, rational animals. stop there means, 
perhaps, have planted seed for another 
bumper crop juvenile delinquents not 
because what was done, but because 
what was left undone. 


Educate Soul and Body 


Some institutions fail because they not 
move far enough the right direction. They 
forget that the whole child must trained 
the child’s body; thinking and willing; 
choosing and making are 
done his soul and are success- 
ful our work must train the powers 
his soul well the muscles his body. 
shall then take these two ideas: (1) correct 
habits work, and (2) soul training through 
character building and show how the institu- 
tion can real educator toward the child.

motion picture which was being shown from 
portable projector. 

The film was not romance, nor was 
comedy. was produced for the United 
States Office Education and was entitled, 
Shear Sheep.” None the group 
members was farm wife, yet all watched 
the screen intently. They watched lithe, 
wiry, skillful man lead from pen, 
shear its wool, put the sheep back the 
pen, and wrap the wool neat bundle. 
voice from the screen explained each step 
took place. 

Then the lights were turned and the 
guest speaker, who had brought the film, 
invited questions and discussion. Had any 
the points seemed unclear? Were there any 
questions about how shear sheep? 

For perhaps ten minutes questions arose 
and were discussed. Then the speaker passed 
out sheets paper containing one hundred 
questions. Each question raised point based 
upon the technique and theory shearing 
sheep presented the picture. 

The housewives wrote their answers. And 
from the group came startling array 
scores: approximately per cent the 
women had answered more than per cent 
the questions correctly. And this about 
specialized technique which they had known 
nothing thirty minutes before. 

The speaker was not surprised. had been 
quite sure the result before started the 
picture. visual aids expert, knew how 
effectively motion pictures can teach, 
for illustration purposely had selected 
film which dealt with topic almost sure 
unfamiliar members his audience. 
was dramatic demonstration teaching 
power, relatively new most Americans, 
but very familiar many servicemen. 


Films Proved Valuable 


Educational films themselves are not new 
American educators industrialists, but 
their widespread public acceptance new 
and traceable directly the extraordinary 
training problems which were presented 
World War II. 

Consider, for example, the vital matter 
training experts overhauling the famous 
Norden bombsight. America’s air war was 
largely built upon the use this precise 
instrument. Yet its value depended upon how 
fast boys with previous training such 
precision boys, city boys, lads 
from every peaceful walk could be- 
come experts numbers sufficient make 
possible continuous tidal wave bombers. 

Motion pictures helped the job. The 
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Wade 


camera took trainees into the very heart 
the bombsight, enlarging giant proportions 
the smallest part, revealing with clarity and 
accuracy its operation, and showing exactly 
how, where, and why repairs should made. 

During the war years some million young 
Americans learned techniques and philosophy 
war from the motion picture. But today 
and tomorrow other millions young and 
older Americans can learning better ways 
peace and brotherhood from this same 
medium. 


Popular Schools 


The state Virginia pointed the way 
June, 1945, when passed one-year appro- 
priation $1,176,000 for 
the public schools. Other states and other 
school systems are moving rapidly take 
increasing advantage films for classroom 
instruction. 

Already available are films which range 
from kindergarten topics 
modynamics, electrochemistry, and profound 
electrical theory for the college student. 
Many fine films have been made religious 
subjects, and more are coming; for the 
medium which can arouse audience 
excitement laughter also can inspire and 
ennoble. 

The effective uses films are far from 
being fully explored. Francis Noel, navy 
officer, has written: “War experience has 
shown that training aids have many applica- 
tions ranging from factual memory the 
recognition the outline plane when 
flashed the screen for one hundredth 
second. They can used for inspiration 
purposes, for facilitating the development 
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skills, for orientation new situations, and 
for presenting information the working 
machinery. fact, their limitations seem 
restricted only the imagination and 
competency those using them.” 


Picture and Explanation Accurate 


Films are known extremely effective 
teaching explaining almost any manual 
physical subject. The camera can penetrate 
where the eye cannot; operations which are 
too fast seen with the unaided eye 
can slowed pace where every detail 
becomes clear; objects too small for ordinary 
study can enlarged fill entire screen; 
complex operations can repeated often 
desirable, can divided into segments 
and studied portion time. 

Another important quality the film 
that its explanatory language prepared with 
the utmost care and accuracy, and recorded 
that way.

Hollywood has proved for years, course, 
that films will arouse emotions, and many 
cases Hollywood’s efforts were far from com- 
mendable. But desirable emotional appeal 
essential part teaching and utilized 
every truly great teacher. The modern 
educational motion picture can put this in- 
tangible and elusive quality into the hands 
every teacher.

Another 
government agency will sponsor film that 
teaches how paint house, shoe horse, 
rewind electric motor, care for 
new-born babe. manufacturer farm 
implements will produce picture showing 
approved methods contour farming, 
revealing new and accepted crop planting 
practices. 

virtually every case, the subject matter 
true teaching film may relied upon 
completely. Extensive research has gone into 
its preparation, painstaking accuracy has been 
demanded during photography. illustrate, 
the writer produced series ten electrical 
films for the United States Office Educa- 
tion.

Photographic crews 
travel thousands miles “shoot” the right 
scene the right time. effort spared 
make sure that the film meets its three 
great standards: (1) clearly photo- 
graphed; (2) presents its subject logically, 
simply, adequately; and (3) correct 
subject matter and accurate presentation.

AUGHTER the saving grace human- 

ity, and bless God for Feeney, 
Leacock, and Guiterman who are gifted with 
the art making people laugh and thereby 
forget the sordidness life for least few 
minutes day. But the vendors million 
dollars’ worth comic strips each week traffic 
commodity which, spite its title, 
makes pretense being funny. Rather, 
with few exceptions, the comics fill young 
Americans with doctrine hate, contempt, 
and haughty superiority sufficient have 
them qualify second generation 
Hitlerites. 

For the past decade parents, teachers, po- 
lice, and newspaper editors have tried make 
everyone aware the increasing gravity 
juvenile delinquency: delinquency born 
the excellent schooling the comics. Their 
method and efficacious system murder tech- 
niques are thoroughly familiar all juveniles. 
The hero fights his way through blood cur- 
dling experiences get his man, and 
always succeeds. Violent combat the frame- 
work for the strips, for the cow-catcher- 
chinned detective. 

typical cartoonist this type evidently 
delights depicting the case-hardened alley 
type, whom would hardly relish meeting 
after dusk, and succeeds convincing the 
reader that has made careful analyses 
crime all shapes, sizes and colors. But 
present diet such stories the mentally 
immature and the emotionally unstable 
dangerous process. Crime, killings, 
turings are essential ingredients many 
comic strips. Even though virtue ultimately 
triumphs, the law vindicated, the police are 
the heroes, and the criminals the villains, 
children hardly forget the repeated brutalities 
graphically presented, favor hurried 
last-minute victory law and order. 

the face all this there are those pro- 
ponents the comics, and among them class- 
room teachers, who believe the comics should 
serve means guiding children’s reading 
tastes; that they are, the whole, wholsome, 
regardless their fantastic characteristics; 
and that child’s reading interests should not 
condemned ridiculed. Some even 
far suggest that they used the 
classroom, hinting that children outgrow their 
present tastes and interests with maturity 
when stimulated constantly other persons 
who are interested the better types 
reading. 

But how this done when the comics 
are served daily diet? When, the 
studies show, per cent the children all 
grades read the comics? Certainly, there are 
other and better means developing 
healthy imagination, better means develop- 
ing the left-to-right eye movement, better 
means helping the teacher recognize 
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child’s reading handicaps than the use the 
comic strip. 

Sane psychologists not defend the com- 
ics, nor thinking parents and teachers. But 
many parents have idea the dangerous 
influence the comics; assuredly they would 
not want the comic characters their chil- 
dren’s playfellows. Yet they hand them comic 
books meet murderers, sadists, and de- 
generates. Surely they forget that something 
the identification process follows upon 
reading stimulating and imaginative story, 
comic strip sound story. Little 
Johnny will try his hand being one the 
heroes; and what stop Sue 
suing the role one their heroines? From 
this follows that the comics are nothing 
short threat future Americans who are 
being taught the doctrines superiority and 
hate; not the doctrine the brotherhood 
man and the Fatherhood God. 

From the point view literature, the 
comics fall short every count. Where 
the comics find characters that are 
true life? life situations? Where 
find healthy balance the values inherent 
all good literature: intellectual, emotional, 
imaginative, ethical? ethical have evil 
outsmart Again, the purpose 
literature delight, whether the kinder- 
garten the graduate level. Where the 
comics find beauty the Thomistic 
sense beauty which condition for de- 
light? Distortion aplenty, but beauty, none, 
for there beauty crime, sadism, 
vulgarity, grammatical errors, suggestive 
drawings (which cannot dignified the 
term art), physical assaults, crude cari- 
catures and distortions. 

All too frequently the comics are un- 
American their proposed methods fer- 
reting out the criminal, and consequently pro- 
duce nothing short the dictator-mind 
attitude. Substituting the vigilante spirit for 
the calm deliberation required for determining 
the criminal neither Christian nor American. 
have just done with war born such 
measures, and there enough unrest the 
world without engendering more serving 
the comic strips ten million young 
Americans each week. 

The great popularity the comics un- 
doubtedly clear expression thirsty imagi- 
nation which fail satisfy, not because 
lack good substitute, but because 
have not made positive approach the sub- 
stitution process. Children need reading mat- 
ter that provides good emotional outlets 
through humor, thrill, adventure, imagination; 
and there are plenty good books that will 
fill each these needs. remains for inspired 
enthusiastic teachers interested 


parents, particularly during vacation months 
when the problem directing youthful read- 
ing habits shifts entirely them, introduce

them Stevenson, London, Verne, Leacock, 
Tarkington, and host other children’s 
authors who will give them healthy ap. 
proach becoming world citizens through 
literature that not shot through with 
trines hatred, contempt, and race superi- 
ority, featured the comics doctrines 
which can only tend produce coarse, 
materialistic, boorish generation inherit the 
freedoms bought such price this atomic 
age.

OME the mother house teach for 

summer?” you ask, and your quizzical 
expression tells you wonder whether 
glad sorry. (You not know 
you would realize that “home” 
unbelievable paradise.

Every summer course has demanded strenu- 
ous activity; but every course aesthetics, 
medieval literature, nineteenth-century litera- 
ture, beginning given “hun- 
dredfold” mind stretching, spirit plumbing, 
social contacting. When the summons the 
desk the French humanities class came, 
had doubt that it, too, would fit into the 
give and take pattern, though deep heart 
feared that the original gusto language 
learning would have worn down bit 
feared that translation, just translation (both 
ways around) might grow while 
monotonous. 

Fear monotony, however, died the first 
day. Here was class in- 
telligent, quite intelligent, average. Here was 
class French students with all de- 
grees all stages 
separation from their original French course. 
(Some had not seen French book for 
years; one had only recently forced herself 
through the whole Chardenal.) The task 
organizing, unifying, motivating work for this 
assembly drove everything but their interests 
from mind. No, monotony did not once 
lift its scrawny head that classroom (not 
while was looking, anyway). 

course, had review those demons 
French grammar the relatives, the parti- 
tive, the qui’s and the qu’est ques. 
Reviewing, indeed, often meant reteaching. 
Just this point came inspiration. These 
sisters, realized, were teachers their own 
right: many them excellent teachers, some 
teachers model schools. turned the re- 
view over them. Oh, not without careful 
planning; not without keeping fingers 
the pie. Day day covered phase after 
phase the grammar with student teacher 
teaching, drilling, testing; enlivening French 
grammar with the tricks her own trade 
her own English grammar, geography, 
history business. 

The values this method review seem 
obvious, but shall try summarize 
the advantages observe them. First 
all, such turnabout roles saves the regular 
teacher from wearing out her welcome. Per- 
haps some few are constantly charm-

second hour (this French course runs two- 
hour period daily); admit that after 
hour activity power lags. But 
student teacher carries this drillwork, even 
the reteaching process, class controlled 
new personality, stimulated fresh 
voice. energy preserved for the new 
material that only can handle. 

interest far from selfish, however. 
(And repeat: the student teacher prepared 
the lesson under guidance guidance 
given outside class time, for this not 
give-the-teacher-free-time activity.) The divi- 
dends the student teacher are evident. The 
truism “we not know thing till teach 
it” holds all the year round. How those sisters 
struggled learn, labored master their 
particular problems! How they connived 
present the material clearly, interestingly! 
How honestly proud themselves they were 
when all was over! 

Nor did the class lose out the substitu- 
tion. The change voice and personality 
kept the interest level high, offered possibil- 
ities for comparison methods and gave each 
member the class very important “pub- 
lic address” experience. Another advantage 
particularly important the poor student: 
she discovered (surely out that many 
people she was bound discover) least one 
person who could make one little part that 
maze French grammar clear. Could not 
this same wonderworker help her over other 
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hurdles French grammar until she should 
finally arrive smooth riding? 

matter how effectively the student 
teacher’s work was carried on, the regular 
teacher “took over” the new material: the 
teaching the subjunctive, the literature. 
During the six weeks followed quite reg- 
ularly, one hour one hour liter- 
ature plan. 

Now simple, new ways presenting the 
subjunctive appeared, though all new teaching 
seemed easier because the thorough review 
weeded out many the usual problems. 
The student teachers had set standard, too: 
the regular teacher could not fall below it. 
She must prepared teach the new work 
clearly her examples must hand; she 
must prepared meet the questions 
these quick-witted teachers with ready, con- 
vincing answers. She felt the challenge. In- 
deed, spurred her on! 

And the next, the literature hour, she 
undertook further experiments. 

The reading text assigned offered little 
beyond translation practice. Soon even this 
value disappeared, the substance being too 
easy demand concentration. 

There they were, class its toes— 
ready for real work teacher aware the 
colorless, English-made, French reader. Que 
faire? Break the bonds, course! 

found copies the Heath Chicago 
readers and began work real French, 
French written Frenchmen. 

Beautiful literature any kind, suppose, 
more less directs itself, but one who rec- 
ognizes its beauty can enhance its value for 
those who have not yet come realize what 
offers. The teacher now became the guide. 
She pointed out images. She reread cadences. 
Gradually the class awakened the charm 
French prose. Gradually, too, their inter- 
est all kinds literature expanded. They 
had all taken, somewhere along their study 
road, course the English. 
The terms literary criticism were not en- 
tirely foreign, but they needed remembering. 
read Bazin’s wonderful description 
the sand dunes the first page Quatri- 
eme Pauvre they understood how perfectly 
the movement the sentences conveyed the 
thought, established the emotion. And then, 
they wanted talk about rhythm English 
prose. 

When they discovered, rediscovered, 
that vivid images make writing, delightfully 
readable writing, that one the criteria 
for good writing, they wanted apply this 
standard the stories they use their own 
classrooms. Here had French course 
one those cultural, “impractical,” piling- 
up-credit courses moving right into every- 
day life. 

Yes, all the courses have ever taught 
summer school have been enjoyable, person- 
ally valuable, but none remains pleasanter 
memory than that intermediate French course 
which opened the eyes class their 
own powers and the rare beauties 
langue Dieu.

The 1946 convention the National 
Catholic Educational Association has come 
and gone. Now the time plan for the 
1947 convention. are specifically inter- 
ested the program. The planners ought 
have mind one consideration: the 
spiritual, moral, intellectual, and physical 
welfare Catholic children, including 
children larger growth, and develop- 
ment the best means achieve that 
growth. What suggestions come one’s 
mind for the planners? 

The fact that new president and new 
secretary have assumed leadership the 
Association makes the presentation 
suggestions peculiarly appropriate this 
time. The capacity and leadership the 
new president general, Most Rev. Jolin 
McNicholas, O.P., archbishop Cincin- 
nati, are recognized and accepted because 
they have already been shown many and 
diversed ways. His presidential address 
shows his sensitiveness the many indi- 
vidual and social aspects education. And 
the 1946 convention was the first conven- 
tion under the new secretary general, Very 
Rev. Msgr. Frederick Hochwalt. There 
doubt about his intellectual capacity, 
his broad basis educational leadership, 
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his fine spiritual insight, his winning per- 
sonality, and his unusually objective at- 
titude the problems faces. 

Now what are the suggestions for the 
program? Let record them they 
come mind pell-mell fashion without 
giving them order: 

Variety should provided from the 
program “perennials.” 

Papers written the train the 
way the convention should dis- 
couraged. 

Persons should not put the 
program because they belong our order 
our congregation. 

The program should not deter- 
mined the accident who the 
program committee. 

Appearance the program priv- 
ilege for the speaker, and until re- 
garded which isn’t now programs are 
likely inferior. 

There are some scholarly members 
high school and college faculties who 
might expected make contributions, 
but, not being administrators, they not 
attend. other reason existed for per- 
mitting such persons attend, the institu- 
tion might use “credit” report 
standardizing agencies. 

Committee reports should well 
considered, well sifted, constructive, edu- 
cational documents. All “dirty linen” 
should washed the committee. 

Major committees commissions 
should have adequate allowance for cleri- 
cal, and, perhaps, travel expenses and com- 
pensation for part-time service, persons 
demonstrably scholarly character, when 
necessary. 

Panel discussions should more 
restricted use, not discouraged. Three 
four inadequate presentations are not 
equivalent single well-selected pres- 
entation which gives opportunity for rel- 
evant floor discussion. 

10. Presiding officers particular 
informed regarding the subject, and com- 
petent direct the discussion into con- 
structive channels. They should have read 
the papers presented advance, 

11. Steps should taken see that 
papers, well committee reports, are 
prepared advance and, 
printed otherwise duplicated basis 
securing informed discussion. The meet- 
ing, then, opening with summary the 
main positions the report paper, 
should proceed with relevant discussion. 

12. Persons preparing inadequate papers 
should not asked repeat. 

13. subject worth including the 
program, there should adequate time 
for the discussion it. 

14. The secretary general ‘might restrict 
himself one paper none, leaving him- 
self free meet the multiple problems 
the convention addition his report. 
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15. Persons asked discuss papers 
should, training experience both, 
fitted treat the subject way help- 
ful the audience. 

16. possible make the exhibits 
even more helpful? There sound edu- 
cational well financial idea un- 
derlying the exhibits. 

17. securing audience for the great 
public meeting, the co-operation all 
local agencies should secured the 
councils the Knights Columbus, the 
Home and School Association, the Catho- 
lic teachers the public schools, the Serra 
Club, the local Catholic educational insti- 
tutions all levels, well the local 
pastors. 

18. The annual report the secretary 
general might the nature report 
progress Catholic education during 
the preceding year. 

19. The speakers the public meeting 
should selected much for their capac- 
ity reach general public audience 
for what they say. 

20. Scholarly and more technical pres- 
entation for the whole Association should 
presented the opening session, which 
should begin promptly, say o’clock, 
immediately following the high Mass 
o’clock. 

The only purpose the foregoing sug- 
gestions secure early planning for the 
next convention. The suggestions will raise 
many problems that ought considered 
long ahead, before imperative get 
“someone” the program. May the 1947 
convention the National Catholic Edu- 
cational Association the best ever.

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Studying Historical Novel 


Read Fabiola 


Cardinal Wiseman’s Fabiola, although not 
classed the author historical novel, 
nevertheless can taught such. recon- 
structing for the reader picture life late 
third-century Rome, fulfills the requirement 
the historical novel. Since the book con- 
tributes richly various phases high school 
study biography, secular history, Church 
planned for tenth-year students, offered here 
for the benefit teachers who are interested 
old, but valuable, book. 

Author: Cardinal Nicholas Wiseman. 

Setting: Rome, 302, September. (Au- 
thor’s note setting: period few 
months; occurrences different epochs and 
different countries condensed into small 
space: (1) Diocletian’s edict anticipated 
two months, (2) the martyrdom St. Agnes 
anticipated year, (3) period St. Sebas- 
tian brought down later, (4) one martyrdom 
transferred from Imola Fondi.) 

Atmosphere: The heroism the early

General Objective: Effective teaching the 
historical novel. 

Desirable Outcomes: establish appre- 
ciation the spirit the early Christians 
era persecutions; point out the affinity 
existing between the Church the early ages 
and the Church today organization, prac- 
tices, and virtuous living; enlarge the stu- 
dent’s knowledge the social conditions, 
practices, customs, and beliefs the Romans.

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The 1946 Convention the National Catholic 


Educational Association 


The National Catholic Educational Associ- 
ation held its forty-third annual meeting 
St. Louis, Mo., where, 1904, held its 
first meeting. The 1946 convention extended 
over three days, April 23-25. attendance 
were delegates from all types and grades 
Catholic schools. Anyone visiting the sessions 
and looking over the programs would im- 
pressed the fact that there Catholic 
system education. Such person would find 
difficult understand why many non- 
Catholics think—to borrow the words 
Very Rev. Msgr. Frederick Hochwalt, the 
secretary general that all Catholic 
schools teach catechism religion and 
train priests. 


The Seminary Department 


The discussions covered wide range 
educational subjects all levels, including 
such special problems the education the 
deaf and the blind. The professional and the- 
ological problems the education priests 
were discussed the seminary department. 
These included the spiritual and legal prob- 
lems the seminaries, and special attention 
was directed the new decree catechetics 
the seminary. The minor seminary section 
had active discussion the spiritual, scho- 
lastic, and disciplinary problems the minor 
seminary, and also the criteria voca- 
tion. good sign was the interest the stu- 
dent who, for any reason, does not persevere. 


The College and University Department 

The college and university department de- 
voted separate meetings university and 
college problems. The deans graduate 
schools discussed the master’s degree and 
theology for the layman the graduate 
school, after papers were presented the 
whole department. 

the general meetings this department 
there were lively discussions with sharp dis- 
agreement two subjects one “lib- 
eral arts” and the other the emphasis 
religion theology the college courses. 
There seemed the base the latter 
discussion mistaken notion that was 
either-or proposition. the discussion 
the platform made clear, both the intellect and 
the will were involved, and the “blind faculty” 
needed the guidance the intellect. The 
problem was not theology religion, but 
theology and religion. 

The outstanding “show” the convention 
was the amazing situation created the re- 
port the Committee Liberal Arts which 
had been the making for three years. The 
discussion was blunt, even vituperative, but 
was not edifying, was not constructive. The 
body the department, answer in- 
quiry, was told could nothing about the 
report. Apparently the general executive com- 
mittee had ordered printed after some edi- 
torial work was done. might 
respectfully intimated the general executive 
committee that should not authorize print- 
ing circulating document until the docu-

The Secondary School Department 


The secondary school department discussed 
many problems: the trends secondary edu- 
cation, interracial relations, recruiting for vo- 
cations, and testing. Finally, there was 
comprehensive panel discussion the peace- 
time problems the secondary school from 
many points view—school, commuity, 
parent, pastor, principal, and the psychologist.

The Elementary School Department

Archbishop Address 


The two outstanding events the conven- 
tion were the address the new president 
general the Association, Archbishop John 
McNicholas, O.P., and the emphasis given 
the international aspects education. Arch- 
bishop McNicholas spoke the public eve- 
ning meeting the convention, which was 
attended good representation the dele- 
gates and considerable sprinkling others. 
The address the president general covered 
wide range topics, indicating the wide 
scope the educational program with which 
the Association must concern itself. The ad- 
dress had five main divisions covering the 
following topics: (1) bad totalitarian educa- 
tions recently and currently present the 
world; (2) the revelations, the draft, 
illiteracy and poor instruction the schools; 
(3) the interrelations the family, religious 
training, and juvenile delinquency; (4) gen- 
eral discussion and specific discussion 
federal aid might used help remove 
educational inequalities among American chil- 
dren; and, the Catholic educational 
system and moral and religious training with 
some comments secularism education. 
The last two topics are treated greater 
detail. Since the address should given

Education for International Co-operation 


Education for peace was, obviously, made 
central topic the program. Dr. Hugh 
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Taylor, the distinguished 
head the department chemistry 
Princeton University, spoke the public 
meeting “Education for One World.” This 
was the keynote. 

Msgr. Hochwalt spoke, the college and 
university department, the United 
Nations’ Educational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) means for Catholic 
Education,” which was direct challenge 
what Catholics have done the classroom, 
the lecture hall, and from 
rostrum.

say, supranational roles the governing 
human affairs.” the specific issue, said: 

“In consideration the Catholic position 
must continue focus our thought the 
real meaning the word catholic, i.e., univer- 
sal. When now address ourselves the 
concept one world find here idea 
remote from essential Catholic thought and 
effort, for has there not repeatedly recurred 
our liturgy the theme ‘one fold and one 
Shepherd?’ And are not the functions 
UNESCO but the translation into everyday 
thought and action exactly those spiritual 
principles hope and charity that are the 
inevitable accompaniments firm faith? 
Are they not the necessary corollary the 
injunction ‘Go and teach all nations?’ Not one 
nation, not the Jew, the Greek, the Roman, 
the Spaniard, the Dutch, the Englishman 
but all nations because all nations are indi- 
visible members the fold Christ. And if, 
Catholics, believe education, if, 
Catholics, believe the peculiar virtues 
education under Catholic guidance and 
tradition are not compelled lend all the 
assistance which are capable the ex- 
tension that education that the United 
Nations have undertaken 
throughout one world with all the ‘means 
mass communication’ that the scientist has 
placed the disposal mankind? Remember, 
too, that science exercises control over the 
manner which such facilities are controlled. 
The results science are equally the dis- 
posal those who would abuse and those 
who would use them. Science thus places 
added responsibility squarely before those, 
among whom Catholics must especially 
numbered, namely, those who petition Al- 
mighty God their daily prayer that ‘Thy 
can expect that prayer ours an- 
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swered unless add full measure 
energetic good works that surely include the 
rocesses sound education. not 
meet this challenge our action and activity 
can very sure that those who have 
ideals very different from our own will not 
reject such opportunities. They will seize the 
facilities for mass communication and pop- 
ular education serve their own ends. Have 
not, the contrary, the greatest incen- 
tives and also the best educational methods 
‘to prepare the children the world for the 
responsibilities freedom.’ Let remember 
those words, the responsibilities freedom.”

“Recognizing the importance world- 
wide commitment education, science, and 
culture the cause peace among nations, 
the National Catholic Educational Association 
urges upon the Congress that the United 
States become member the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organization. recommended that the 
state department establish national commis- 
sion which will truly representative the 
principal educational, scientific, and cultural 
bodies the United States. note with 
considerable satisfaction the movement now 
well under way form Catholic Commis- 
sion for Intellectual and Cultural Affairs, 
which expected mobilize Catholic scholars 
the interest international peace. trust 
that this new body will have the encourage- 
ment and support peace-loving people

Although have Catholic schools and scholars 
every not have effective world- 
wide organization the Catholic teaching pro- 
fessions. Fortunately the first steps create such 
organization are being taken. Finally, during 
the past year have been challenged partici- 
pate the formation and continuation new 

the curriculum field there are tremendous 
possibilities for the over-all development our 
Catholic philosophy its unique capacity 
teach that all men are dependent each other 
and that survival depends upon mutual co-opera- 
tion. What philosophy has better opportunity 
teach the fact that international understanding 
rests man’s brotherhood Christ? Those 
qualities character which are indispensable for 
sound relations our homes, neighborhoods, com- 
munities, states, and nation are precisely the 
qualities character required for world under- 
standing. There are some basic facts about inter- 
national relations which must thoroughly 
taught our schools the tool subjects. has 
been said, frequently, that sentimental attachment 
peace not enough prevent war. Our 
Catholic youth must understand the hemispheres, 
with their resources, the status their peoples, 
the various political systems, cultures, and eco- 
nomic structures. Not only must they study the 
conditions which lead wars but they must 
learn about the organizations that are created 
deal with these conditions. Our schools may de- 
velop deep reverence for peace and harmony 
but they fail consider how these attitudes 
might find adequate and practical expression, then 
our program may vain. Teaching ideals and 
being idealistic not enough. Our schools should 
teach the fundamental facts the United Nations 
capably they teach about the organizations 
local and national government... 

considering what the forces education 
remember what bad education has been respon- 
sible for the past. 1944 the Bishops the 
United States reminded that World War 
came largely from bad education. The philosophy 
which asserted the right aggression was the 
creation scholars who discarded moral prin- 
ciples and crowded God out human life, en- 
slaved human reason, and destroyed the conscious- 
ness innate human rights and duties.

ings with regard the unity the human race, 
the equality all mankind overcoming the 
existing discriminations and denial opportuni- 
ties now confronting the Negro America. 

Everyone recognizes that today social order 
being rebuilt. important that we, Cath- 
olics, take active part this social reconstruc- 
tion order that the America tomorrow 
based upon the ideals Christian democracy. 

The teachings the great social encyclicals not 
only are based upon sound Catholic teachings, 
but offer effective and efficient basis educa- 
tion social principles. The Quadragesimo Anno, 
which the Negro the cobeneficiary, directly 
applicable. successful course the subject 
“Principles the Encyclical 
Justice” now being given St. John’s Univer- 
sity Brooklyn. The principles emphasized are: 
Unity the Human Race, the Right Work, 
Living Wage, Union Membership, Harmony Be- 
tween Groups, and the Christian Renewal 
Social Life.

Regarding the curriculum and the teaching 
social studies the elementary schools, 
Father McManus made the following recom- 
mendations: 


Although all school subjects contribute funda- 
mental training for citizenship, the social studies 
afford exceptional opportunity. They acquaint 
the child with facts which will teach desirable 
understandings and habits for future use 
political situations. the primary grades the 
social studies should make the child aware his 
membership the necessary societies, the home, 
the Church, and the State, and all his rights 
and duties these societies. these early years, 
the child must become aware his dependence 
upon others; should encouraged practice 
justice and charity the home and the school; 
the seeds selfishness must smothered, lest 
this vice impede the future development social 
virtue. The social studies the lower grades are 
not formalized being divided into specialized 
subjects; therefore, they should taught 
informal manner but with attention 
the basic ideas concerning rights and duties, per- 
sonal responsibility, and dependence upon others. 

the higher grades, the formal social studies, 
geography, history, and civics 
adaptable the specific objective training 
students for Christian citizenship. This adaptation 
will accomplished through three important 
approaches the social studies. First, the social 
studies must correlated with religion. Second, 
the social sciences must integrated them- 
selves give unified view the way man lives 
within society. Third, the social sciences must 
used medium for interpreting current social 
problems according Christian principles. 

The first approach: The correlation the 
social studies with religion. Religion teaches the 
child consider all things past, present, and 
future terms Christian truth and morality. 
the social studies, the human beings who have 
made and continue make history, civics, and 
geography must subjected the scrutiny 
religion. The child should know not only the 
boundaries nation but also whether they are 
where they should be. History, despite its pen- 
chant for objectivity, not collection in- 
human facts about the past. When correlated 
with religion record mankind’s virtues 
and vices. more important for child 
know the impact legislation upon people than 
know the fine points how law passed. 

The second approach: The integration the 
social studies. The integration should centered 
about the human element the social studies. 
the study history and geography, the child 
should learn about the dignity man, the 
worship God, his family life, man’s occupa- 
tions and recreations, and all activities which 
make men human whatever time 
they live. 

The third approach: The use social studies 
for the interpretation current social problems. 
The teacher who waxes eloquent over Napoleon’s 
battles and yet ignores the headlines about the 
battle between Christian and 
the world today dissipating the essential 
value the social studies. important 
know about the past and learn about Napoleon 
but the knowledge the past must put 
use the present. not enough learn the 
geography the countries which produce the 
wheat the world; children should learn how 
the wheat should distributed avert the 
famine which threatening large part the 
world today. Civics should not the study 
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government machinery but the needs 
citizens who are are not served the govern- 
ment today. 

The present trend the elementary school 
correlate civics with history and geography 
encouraging confirmation the theory that 
citizenship practice Christian social virtue. 
Christian patriotism the fruit applying 
social understanding and habits past and 
present political situations. Christian patriotism 
the bulwark American democracy. The 
Christian citizen this nation’s most valuable 
asset.

the two billion men earth, said 
that two out every ten live habitually without 
enough eat. America, too, has good per 
cent downright poverty stricken. This not 
God’s fault. Divine Providence has put into the 
earth ample provision for all us. “The eyes 
all hope the Lord, and gives them 
food due season. opens His hand, and fills 
every living creature with His blessings.” 

The trouble that people are not living ac- 

cording God’s law, and some have taken more 
than their share. let hundred dollars 
represent the wealth the United States, and 
represent the population hundred people, 
then one man owns $59, two men each own $9, 
men own little more than dollar each, 
and the rest the population, men, own less 
than seven cents each. 
Catholics, we, supposedly, recognize the 
inherent human dignity every man, and the 
rights every man. There are different kinds 
poverty. Not only the economic, but there 
social poverty, cultural poverty, poverty 
the mind, and poverty the soul. The 
Church, converting the pygmies the forest, 
living their little nests grass and leaves, 
not only baptizes. She civilizes. you remember 
the Jesuit reductions Paraguay? The Padres 
took those wild Indians the jungles and taught 
them, not only and agriculture, but had 
them reading and writing and printing their own 
books. You can’t baptize people then hit them 
the head and send them off heaven! You 
can’t preach the Gospel people who are 

Indian missions! Not long ago priest went 
visit Indian village Mexico. The Indians 
had built church, and had asked for priest 
for the Mass and the Blessed Sacrament. They 
had asked and waited for years. 
And when the priest finally came and brought 
our Lord down onto the altar their little 
church, even the Indian men the congregation 
could heard sobbing out loud. After Mass the 
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women got together and made list people 
who should adore before the Blessed Sacrament 
every day, hour hour—they said, 
lose Him.” Queer, outlandish people! Why -did 

Religion texts, while losing nothing their 
insistence upon personal holiness, should lay 
new emphasis world-mindedness and Catholic 
social thinking. History should include Bible 
and Church history, and should view all events 
from the point view 
Geography especially should make familiar 
with all men our brothers, should give 
good idea the world-wide Church work 
and Catholic principles seen world 
affairs. The arithmetic class could familiarize the 
children with Catholic theories economics, 
co-operatives, credit unions, frugal living, the 
evils installment buying, just wages, distributed 
ownership. Homemaking and craft courses should 
taught from the viewpoint the dignity 
work and the individual. 

Attempts are being made furnish texts and 
units study along some these lines, but 
yet there are many gaps. There’s nice job for 
some you Sisters during the summer, when 
you are working for degree!

Sister Euphrasia, St. Francis 
Convent, Tiffin, Ohio, spoke for rural educa- 
tion the Catholic elementary school.

Music, art, handicrafts should find 
place the program, for they play vital part 
making life the farm richer and more 
inviting.

Everything that can teach the children how 
build better rural home and rural community 
and everything which will encourage them 
carry these ideas home has place this 
social studies course. That why opportunities 
study and take part co-operatives, credit 
unions, 4-H work, conservation projects, and 
the like are provided. The classroom also 
ideal place foster co-operation and the virtues 
necessary for co-operative living charity, self- 
restraint, truthfulness, virtues which are im- 
portant bettering even the economic life 
rural community.

Germicidal Lamps the School 


The use germicidal lamps provide 
ultraviolet radiation kill air-borne bacteria 
rapidly gaining acceptance schools 
throughout the country. “Encouraging” results 
have been noted protection against respira- 
tory infections St. Bride’s Parochial School 
Chicago, the first Catholic school the 
city completely equipped with germicidal 
lamps. 

Rt. Rev. Msgr. Thomas Friel, pastor 
the Church St. Bride, has announced, “We 
are encouraged and well pleased with the 
results.”

Wet Coal 


Wet coal expensive. The higher the cost 
per ton the coal, the greater the cost 
the water. number years ago this writer 
‘received letter from the chief mechanical 
engineer the Bureau Mines which that 
gentleman replied inquiry regarding per- 
centage moisture follows: 

“The amount water absorbed coal 
depends upon its fineness. Water adheres 
surfaces, and not drawn into the body 
the piece any great extent. Bituminous coal 
lumps the size egg, when drenched 
with water, will increase weight only 
fraction per cent. Fine sizes, however, 
both bituminous and anthracite, will hold 
per cent moisture, depending upon 
the fineness.” 
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So, when you purchase coal insist upon its 
being dry, least sure that allowance 
made for the moisture contained it. 
make test for moisture not difficult. 
Simply take, say, the average 
wet coal and pulverize it. Then heat gently, 
as, for example, top the boiler, that 
only the moisture will evaporated. not 
heat such degree that any its gases 
will driven off. After drying, weigh again 
and subtract the final weight from the original 
wet weight. Divide the difference the 
original weight and the quotient the per- 
centage moisture. moisture per cent 
not all uncommon. One purchaser states 
that has bought coal showing per cent 
water when delivered. other words per 
ton was paying $1.67 for the water. 
water were combustible, would not 
bad, but instead aiding combustion water 
retards it.
